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IS WATER IMPURE? 


Citizens 


Complain of Quality of 


Drinking Fluid and Believe Bran 
in Pipes The Cause 


One of the matters that should en- 
gage the attention of the City Coun- 
cil, and that very likely will, is the 
condition of the city water.in certain 
localities. Alderman McFarland has 
made several references to the sub- 
ject in council, but no satisfactory 
explanation has been forthcoming, 

It’ was first-claimed by the engineer 
that its sour, foul, and murky state 
was due to rust in dead ends, but 
when these were flushed out it was 
found that it only made matters 
worse. Then the tank was cleaned 
out and it was found, we are told, 
to contain an  acenmulation of filth 
that was shocking, to say the least 
of it. 

The medical health officer at the 
request of an alderman, took a 
sample of the water to send to Re- 
gina, After some days he reported 
that he had not sent it, as his infor- 
mation from a bacteriologist was to 
the effect that the microbes would 
materially change between here and 
the Saskatchewan capital, and that 
the Alberta Government had a man 
appointed but his Jaboratorial ap- 
pliances had not yet arrived and 
was awaiting them.
